Confirm ing e a r l i e r reports, 
Palm Springs was granted ad­ 
ditional tim e to study counter 
proposals of the W ar Assets Ad­ 
m inistration in regard to acquisi­ 
tion of Torney G eneral Hospital 
surplus property w hen word was 
received 
from R obert W hittet, 
WAA director of non-industrial 
property, th a t the dead-line, or­ 
iginally established as A ugust 17, 
had been postponed indefinitely.’ 
Pending decision of the WAA 
legal departm ent on application 
of senate resolution No. 31, no 
action w ill be taken on disposal 
of Torney property, W hittet said, 
in essence, in a long w ire to 
City M anager W illiam A1 worth 
received Tuesday.

RESULT, 
W ednesday 
night's session of city council 
was adjourned w ithout action. 
Council w ill m eet next W ednes­ 
day night, Sept. 3, in regular 
session w hen, in all probability, 
the latest steps in the Torney 
plan will be discussed. 
R eport was received yesterday 
from S tate Fire M arshall F. M. 
A lm gren who last w eek inspected 
the buildings. His recom m enda­ 
tions for changes needed, m ade in 
a highly technical report, w ill be 
presented council next week. 
The 
city 
ten days ago had 
asked fu rth er tim e when unex­ 
pected conversion costs compli­ 
cated acceptance of the counter 
proposal and, w hen WAA took up 
the legal study of the senate reso­ 
lution, w as given legal advice 
that the A ugust 17 deadline was 
autom atically extended.

CURRY HOTEL 
Aug. 10, 1947—1 w ant to w rite 
more about this really fine C ur­ 
ry H otel w ay out here in the 
wilderness, 200 miles from A n­ 
chorage, and practically nothing 
except forests and rivers in be­ 
tween. It is constructed almost 
against the tracks like a depot; 
and w hen we stopped here last 
night, that is w h at I thought the 
building was at first u n til I dis­ 
covered it is a combined hotel, 
depot and postoffice. 
The hotel has a large lobby w ith 
a huge brick fireplace and com­ 
fortable 
over-stuffed 
furniture. 
The dining room uses good linens, 
including napkins. I think it is 
the first place since leaving the 
Empress at Vancouver th at we 
have been given linen napkins. 
All others used paper. The rooms 
are spacious. 
The hotel is nam ed for Charles 
F. Curry, 
now 
deceased, repre­ 
sentative from 
the 
Sixty-third 
Congressional district in Califor­ 
nia from March 4, 1913, until his 
death in W ashington, D. C., Oct. 
10, 1930. From 1919 until the tim e 
of his death he was on the Com­ 
mittee 
on 
T erritories 
of 
the 
House. He m ade a report to Con­ 
gress on which legislation was 
finally based authorizing the con­ 
struction of th e A laska railroad 
over w hich we are traveling from 
Anchorage to Fairbanks. He took 
much interest in other legislation 
looking to the developm ent of 
Alaska. 
FISHING, HUNTING 
Last night th e hotel housed 175 
which is the m axim um it can ac­ 
commodate. It is in the center of 
a fishing and hunting paradise. 
Moose have been seen alm ost at 
its door and th e bear come into 
the garbage pits to forage. One 
was killed near here 
recently.

DEFENSE NEEDED 
Anyone who studies the map 
of N orth America, visits Alaska, 
or ju st sits dow n and thinks about 
it, m ust realize the strategic po­ 
sition of this vast T erritory and 
the need of adequate defense of 
it. I hope the men we send to 
W ashington 
do. 
Only 
a 
road, 
w hich is a thin ribbon in com­ 
parison w ith our broad highways 
in Southern California, the Alaska 
Railway, 
and the 
slow 
river 
routes lead into the interior of 
Alaska. 
I don’t know enough about con­ 
struction to say w hat the roadbed 
of the A laska Railway requires, 
but I noticed while on a hike up 
the track this morning th at an 
approaching freight did not seem 
any too secure on the rails as it 
rounded a curve—and it w as not 
traveling fast. In fact because the 
road bed is not w hat it should 
be, all trains including the small 
deisel 
engine 
passenger 
trains 
m ake no attem pt at speed. 
W ith this territory a vast store­ 
house of w ealth, far beyond the 
billions 
in 
furs 
and 
precious 
m etals th at already have been 
taken out of it, and its vulner­ 
ableness to attack, I w ould like 
to shake m uch of the U nited 
States out of its lethargy about 
it. I wish every A m erican could 
see Alaska, not because it is beau­ 
tiful beyond description, b u t be­ 
cause only then would they real­ 
ly appreciate it—even Anchorage, 
w hich isn’t so bad in retrospect. 


REAL FRIENDS 
There isn’t a m em ber of our 
p arty th at I do not think I could 
learn to care for as a real friend 
if only the tim e were long enough. 
The four from Southern C alifor­ 
nia, or rath er five, for I m ust in­ 
clude our super-nice young guide, 
I shall probably m eet again, but 
the others w ill be only pleasant 
memories, once this trip is over. 
I shall, w ithout doubt, say quite 
proudly th at I know Dr. Lobeck 
and have already told the Mon- 
signor th at I shall brag about 
know ing him after he becomes 
a Cardinal. I keep w ishing some 
of m y Catholic friends in Banning 
could m eet him for I know how 
m uch they w ould enjoy him. 


SOURDOUGH 
On the trip from C urry to Mc­ 
K inley N ational Park, w here we 
are spending tonight at the lodge, 
I m et an old A laskan sourdough, 
who came to Alaska in the early 
days, learned to love it and re­ 
m ained to m ake his home in F air­ 
banks. In the course of our con­ 
versation, I learned he had come 
to A laska from San B ernardino 
and that he is Frank McGarvey, 
m em ber of a pioneer fam ily of 
San B ernardino, as is my family. 
I was interested to learn that 
he knows M ary Ann Davis, who 
w rote “A m erica’s A ttic,” which 
I read and enjoyed in preparation 
for this trip. Mrs. D avis’ hus­ 
band was chief of the division 
of mines in A laska w ith head­ 
quarters in Fairbanks. They were 
living there during the flu epi­ 
demic of W orld W ar I and Mrs. 
Davis, as one of the volunteer 
nurses, cared for Mr. McGarvey. 
He told me the address of their 
home in Fairbanks and I hope to 
see it during my short stay in 
th at most im portant inland Al­ 
askan city. The office of the Di­ 
vision of Mines in A laska was 
abolished 15 years ago and Mr. 
and Mrs. Davis now live in W ash­ 
ington, D. C. 


HIGHEST POINT 
I was surprised to learn that 
the highest point on the A laska 
Railway is 2363 feet—less than 
Banning. Also th at the U. S. Gov­ 
ernm ent, represented by the De­ 
partm ent of the Interior, claims 
th at Mt. M cKinley is the highest 
peak, from its base, in the world. 
Banningites have for m any years 
been m aking the same claim for 
Mt. San Jacinto which I adm ire 
every m orning w hen I go out to 
pick up the new spapers. 
Tomorrow w e start on a two- 
day trip to near this highest peak 
on the N orth A m erican continent. 
It is clearing tonight and the park 
m anagem ent advised our guide to 
take advantage of good w eather 
as the peak is hidden by clouds 
much of the time. 


McKINLEY PARK 
Aug. 11— Now 
I 
have 
seen 
everything, including an A laskan 
sum m er storm in all its fury. This 
m orning we cam e over from Mt. 
McKinley P ark Hotel to Camp 
Eielson, a distance 
of 65 miles, 
hoping to get a good view of Mt. 
McKinley, w hich is not visible 
from the hotel. We w ere fortunate 
enough to get a glimpse of both 


peaks (there are two), one 500 
feet higher than the other. We 
w ere so far from this highest 
of all peaks on this continent that 
it was not nearly as impressive 
as other high peaks we have been 
close to. The sky was cloudy and 
we saw the peaks as the wind 
blew the clouds from in front of 
them , but never both at the same 
time. 
We arrived 
here at 
Eielson 
about 1:30 p. m., had a delicious 
dinner, then I w ent for a walk, 
as did the doctor and the younger 
of the two padres. The doctor 
said he w anted to investigate to 
determ ine w hether or not this 
camp is built on a landslide, and 
found that it is. I just w anted to 
w alk, after a heavy dinner. They 
w ent one w ay; I, the other. I 


didn’t learn until this evening 
that it isn’t safe for a person to 
go w alking alone here because an 
old m other grizzly and her cubs 
have 
th eir 
den 
nearby. 
She 
has already chased one of the 
women employees into camp.
